(By Associated Pre**) 
Washington, Decembr 24—Europe's 
most urgent need today is its pooling 
of food supplies and establishment of 
proper distribution of food supplies 
in the opinion of General Tasker M. 
Bliss, a member of the American dele­ 
gation who arrived here from Europe 
today.
